BOSTON HAS 'BIG STRIKE 


Walkout of Freight Handlers This 


Morning 
Numbering 6,000, 


10,OOO Will lie Involved by Nlftlit—Print 
^ X'nprr for Xf>w»paper» Exempted • 


from Striker* Embargo. 


• BOSTON. Mass., March'10.—The strike 
of tJhe freight handlers of this city which 
according to votes passed By the labor 
unions yesterday threaten to involve 10,- 
000 men wus begun curly today. 


The Team Drivers' Union No. 25, em- 


bracing about 0,000 men, led off. Other 
unions followed and tlie strikers claim 
that by night fully 10,000 will be out. 
The strike grows out of the Brine Trans- 
portation company's 
trouble- with its 


teamsters.which began several weeks 
ago, but was precipitated by the refusal 
on Saturday <>£ members of the Freight 
Handlers' Unions to take cure oi mer- 
chandise raited by non-union teamsters 
employed by the Brine company. 


A large force of police is on duty to 


prevent disturbances. 


The Te;nu Drivers' 
Union 
embraces 


nearly all tile drivers handling freight in 


lie city. 
The .Vow York. New Haven and Hart- 


ford, railroad and the Boston and Albany 
brunch of the New York Central road 
are most directly involved today, the 
freight handlers union which began the 
fight Saturday by calling out about b'OO 


men, 
being made up mainly of men from 


these two roads. 


At both the New York, New Haven 


and Hnrtford aud the Boston a ml Albany 
freight houses gangs of Italians engaged 
to remove the freight which-hail accum- 
ulated after the regular force struck 
Saturday, were still at work. There was 
no sign of disturbance about the freight 
yards during the early hours. Police de- 
tails guard all approaches, but there has 
boen no demonstration calling for their 
intervention. 


In view of the threatening aspect of 


the strike, the slsite board of arbitration 
today placed itself in touch with all con- 
cerned iu the trouble. The members of 
tire board were not without hope, that 
the opposing parties could bo brouglhWo- 
gethcr and although the strike Ir.id come 
hi ^pitc of. tlic fact that the grievances 
of the union had been before the board 
in various forms during the past three 
mouths.

Board of Health After Doctors Who 


Fail to Report Smallpox Cases. 


ACTION DECIDED UPON 


AT MEETING SATURDAY 


Claim That the Spread U Dae to Victim! 


>"ot Bolnc Reported and Mingling 


with Outuld* %Vorld~-K«- 


no»ha Ha« a Caie. 


That the members of the 
board of 


health intend to take stringent measures 
to eradicate-smallpox prevalent in the 
city is certain. A meeting of the boa-rd 
WHS quietly held on Saturday night and 
it was near 12 o'clock when the business 
that came up was finished. 


At the session it developed that twen- 


ty houses in the city were at present 
placarded and quarantined and also Unit 
more cases of the disease existed and 
should he uiuur the 1mn, but on account 
of the a't.itndc of several physicians the 
the law was being violated. 


The .claim was made at the meeting 


that « number of doctors who have oee-ii 
called to smallpox oases have failed to 
report them: that tin: patients and othv 
er members of the household, have been 
permitted to leave their homes and min- 
gle with the outside world. 


On this account, the board members 


claim that the disease has spread and 
will continue to spread 'unless the reck- 
less practice is stopped. At least a doz- 
en cases had come under the attention 
of t-hc board where persons whose faces 
wen: broken out in an alarming manner, 
were seen in places of business in depots 
and at dances and other places where 
many well and healthy citizens were as- 
sembled. As the disease IIHS been long 
ago proven contagious, the 
action of 


these people no doubt caused the spread 
of the dreaded disease. 


In every instance where these cases 


have been discovered the patient invar- 
iably gave the name of the physician 
who attended them and said it was not 
pronounced smallpox, but simply a. pre- 
vailing skin disease. 


On this account the board decided that 


hereafter where any physician failed to 
report a case of smallpox and evidence 
was at hand to that affect, arrests and 
prosecution would follow. A strict vigi- 
lance will be kept in the future. 


The .board H'.SO admitted 
that they 


knew there were several physicians in 
the city who liad made a statement that 
in their opinion not 
a 
single case of- 


.siniillpox existed in the city, in view of 
the fact that the best medical jnon in the 
state had come here quietly and examin- 
ed cases and unhesitatingly pronounced' 
the cases seen smallpox. 
- 


The law in regard to physicians report- 


ing ciUes of smallpox is quite severe. 


It shall be the duty of each and every 


practicing phyfiicv.in in the city of Ru- 
c-ine:' First, whenever required by the' 
board of health of said city to report-to* 
said board, at such times and iu such 
forms as they may prescribe, the, number 
of personal attacked with any pestilen- 
tial, contagious or-infectious disease, at- 
tended by such physician for the twenty- 
four hours next preceding such report, of 
'nny such pestilential, contagions or-iu> 
fectious 'disease.' Second, .to report iu 
\\ riling to said bourd of health every pa- 
tient he "shall 'have, laboring under any 
pestilential, contagious or infections dis- 
ease within twcntiy-four hour* after iic 
khall ascertain, or-susnecl the nayuru ul 


such disease. Third, to report in writ- 
ing to the 'board of health, when by them 
recjiif .-d, the death of any patient who 
shall hate died of any disease within 
twenty-four 
hours thereafter, and to 


state in such report the specitic nature 
and type of such disease. 


Any practicing pyhsician 
who shall 


neglect or refuse to perform tht duties 
required o! him by or ill any section of 
this title, shall l)u considered guilty of a 
misdemeanor and, on conviction thereof 
shall be punished by a fine of not more 
than one hundred dollars ($100) for each 
offense.

Illinois Statute is Declared to be 


Unconstitutional. 


DECISION RENDERED 


BY U.S. SUPREME COURT 


Exemption of Agricultural Froiluctn and 


LiTiitock the I'low, That Clauao In 


Court'* Opinion Rendering the 


Entire I.RW Illccal- 


WASHIXGTOy, March 10.—The Un- 


ited States supreme court today decided 
the Illinois ami-trust .statute 'to' bc^ un- 
constitutional 'beuauhC of the provision of 
t'hc law exempting agricultural products 
and live stock from the operations of 
the law. The decision was rendered in 
the case of Thomas Connelly and others 
against the Union Sewer Pipe company 
of Ohio a.nd was delivered by Justice 
llarlau. 


Thi! case grew out of the sale of pipe- 


by • the pipe company to Connelly a.nd 
othen/'wlio, m'tcr securing it. declined 
to make payment, on the ground tha 
the. pipe i^otnpany is an illegal combina- 
tion for tlic restraint of traile under the 
common law because it combines a num- 
'ber of pipe manufacturing concerns: that 
it is IL combination in violation of the 
anti-trust la,w of the state of Illinois. 
The first two contentions received very 
slight consideration, the court holding 
that even if the allegations were true 
they could not justly prevent; rho corpor- 
ation selling its property. The opinion 
therefore was based upon the third plea, 
which Justice HfU'lan said would be valid 
if She state law could be held to be valid 
as there could be no doubt ot the pur- 
port of the act. 


Under the law the corporation could 


be dissolved, if the law is valid. He 
quoted the law at length. laying ecpec- 
itil stress upon the ninth section exoiupt- 
iug farm products, concluding that this 
.provision ia antagonistic to the provis- 
ions of Uic constitution granting equal 
protection to aJl under the laws. He al- 
so 'held that the exempting chuise is so 
interwoven -with other portions of the 
statute as to render it. impossible to 
eliminate it from the law as an entirety 
and therefore held that tlic entire law 
must be helci-to bo invalid.

LIVED BEFORE THE PHAROAHS 


Homslmof «n Eiyptlan Aborlfflnul Sow 


Jn Brltl»li Mu»cnm, 


There has been brought to the hall of 


tho dnnd in the British museum, .-ays 
the N'ew York Press, the body of-a. man 
who lived in Egypt in time long'before 
the days of Mcues, the first king of 
United Egypt. It was probably 7,000 
years agoo that this man roamed n'bont. 
hunting on the shores of the Xile with 
his weapons of flint. AVhen he died his 
body was treated to ft preparation of 
bitumen and pin ceil in the tomb 
from 


which the explorer* took It. The tomb 
wiiA hollowed out of the smidstonn on 
the west bunk 
of the Xilc, in Upper 


Kjrypt, and the body rests in the British 
museum in a model of .the tomb. The 
mummy lay on its lefr, side with its 
knees drawn up and its Imnds over its 
fare. The grave was covered with a 
sVab of unworked stone, and in it, be- 
side the body, were disposed flint knives 
«nd several vmos. partly filled with the 
dust of funeral 
offerings. The indica- 


tions? a-rc that the man belonged to a 
light-skinned, fair-haired 
people. 
He 


was of the race which came into Egypt 
in the curliest times, when the settling 
of the Kile made a land capable o( cul- 
tivation. These people might be called 
the aboriginals of Rgypt, and remains of 
their settlements are found on the west 
bank of the Kilo.

1 do not, however, 
believe that $20,000,000 will 
be trans- 


ferred and it is'doubtful in my mind it 
more than. .$5,000.000 will be transferred. 
Of course the transfer of gold by that 
method from New York to San Francisco 
is of advantage to the government be- 
cause it accumulates and the surplus has 
to be shipped oast at considerable ex- 
pense. If tiie application should have 
been made for transfer from San Francis- 
co to Xcw York we could not have grant- 
ed it."

The rules for taking: care of cows are 


io few and" simple that w.e wonder why 
we should 'repeat them each year, but 
each year we see so many.who do not 
practice them that we cannot refrain, 
hoping that we may reform some of 
them, says American Cultivator. One 
of the first requisites Is a warm barn, 
not only for the comfort of the cows, 
but for the profit of the owners. When 
we think of some of the barns we knew 
when a boy, where the snow blew in 
through the cracks behind the animals 
nud their tails were perhaps frozen' 
down into the manure, we do not won- 
der that farmers thought they were 
"rail sick" In the spring -or bad a 
"wolf" in the tall. Luckily there are 
not many such barns now, for the 
farjners have learned that It took good 
cornmeal to keep up the heat ot the 
system, and that was moro expensive 
than shingle, and as the cold grew In- 
side the barn the milk yield decreased. 
If those barns remain the cracks have 
been covered,.and perhaps our modern 
baius now err in the other extreme of 
being so Ushtly closed as to lack suffi- 
cient ventilation, a fault that can be 
remedied by the use of ventilating 
tubes from near the floor behind the 
animals to some point where they can 
carry out the foul air above the hay.

It is the intention to 
furntsh electric power from this plant 
for the operation of the entire street car 
system in Racine and' Kenosha and also 
for all electric lighting of tlie streets 
and residences in the Belto City. 


Tlie power or electricity will he trans- 


mitted through an iromena« 'cable and 
reach 10,000 volts. The cable will he 
overhead from Milwaukee to the 
city 


limits and then come in-under ground.

BOSTON, Mass., March 10.—The strike 


of tihe freight handlers of this city which 
according to votes passed oy the labor 
unions yesterday threaten to involve 10,- 
000 men was begun earlj' today. 


The Team Drivers' Union.No, 25, em- 


bracing about 6,OUO men, led off. Other 
unions followed and the strikers claim 
that by night fully 10,000 • will be out. 
The strike grows out of the Brine Trans- 
portation company's 
trouble- with its 


teamsters. Which began several weeks 
ago, hut was precipitated by the refusal 
on Saturday o! members of the Freight 
Handlers' Unions to take care of mer- 
chandise carted by non-union teamsters 
employed by the Brine company. 


A large force of police is on duty to 


prevent disturbances. 


The Team Drivers' Union embraces 


nearly all the drivers handling freight in 
the city. 


The Xcw York, Xew Haven and Hart- 


ford, railroad and the Boston and Albany 
branch of the Isew York Central road 
are most directly involved today, the 
freight handlers union which began the 
fight Saturday by calling out about 600 
men, 
being made up mainly of nieu from 


these two roads. 


At both the Xew York, Xew Haven 


and Hartford and the Boston and Albany 
freight houses gangs of Italians engaged 
to remove the freight which had accum- 
ulated after the 
regular 
force struck 


Saturday, were still at work. There was 
no sign of disturbance about the freight 
yards during the early hours. Police de- 
tails guard all approaches, but there has 
been no demonstration calling for their 
intervention. 


In view of the. threatening aspect of 


the strike, the state board of arbitration 
today placed itself in touch with all con- 
cerned in the trouble. The members of 
tire board were not without hope, that 
the opposing parties could be brougihtxto- 
gcther and although the strike h-.ul come 
in spite of, the fact that the grievances 
of the union had been before the board 
iri various forms during the past three 
months. 


• It was learned that the newspapers are 
exempt from the embargo of the team- 
sters and their paper will be delivered as 
usual, the same as supplies to hospitals 
and public institutions.

LACKS SOCIAL STANDING. 


Joseph Hill Meeti Similar Fate to That of 


On imer Morgan. 


SAX FRANCISCO, March 10.—Joseph 


Hill, gunner on the United States train- 
ing ship Pensacola 'and survivor of the 
Maine, has received official notification 
from Washington that he is'ineligible 
for a. commission in;the United Stales 
navy. The notice says that ho passed 
with credit the moral, mental and physi- 
cal examination, but that lie was laek- 
ing-iu ''professional qualifications," which 
is supposed to mean that he docs not 
have the requisite social standing to give 
him rank. 


Hill thus meets the same fate as Gun- 


ner Morgan, whose application for a com- 
mision waa adversely'"passed upon last 
year. Hill at present occupies the high- 
est rank in the list of petty officers, and 
his pay as gunner would be more than 
that of ensign. 


In speaking of the matter today he 


said that 
while he was sorely 
disap- 


pointed, he-was not discouraged, and he 
means to get the commision if further 
effort will 
do it. 
Under 
the 
act of 


March, 1'JOl, enlisted men of the navy 
under 3~> years of age who can pass the 
examination are eligible for commissions 
when vacancies occur, and Hill says that 
he comes under that provision.

Board of Health After Doctors Who 


Fail to Report Smallpox Cases. 


ACTION DECIDED UPON 


AT MEETING SATURDAY 


Claim That the Spread i* line to Victims 


Net Being Reported and Mingling: 


with Outside World— Ke-: 


oo*hn Hai a Case, 


That the members of the hoard of 


health intend to take stringent measures 
to eradicate -smallpox prevalent in the 
city is certain. A meeting of the hoard 
was qnietly held on Saturday night and 
it WHS near 12 o'clock when the 'business 
that came up was finished. 


At the session it developed that twen- 


ty houses in 'the city wero at present 
placarded and quarantined and also that 
more cases of the disease existed »Tid 
should he uiuiL-r the ban, hut on account 
of the a' titude of several physicians the 
the law waa being violated. 


The claim was made at the. mee.ting 


that a number of doctors who 'have been 
called to smallpox oases have failed to. 
report them; that the patients and oth-^ 
er members of the household, have been 
permitted to leave their homes and min- 
gle, with the outside world. 


On this account tho board members 


claim that the disease has spread and 
will continue to spreiul unldss the reck- 
less practice is stopped. At least a doz- 
en cases had come under the attention 
of the board where persons whose faces 
were broken out in an alarming manner, 
were seen in places of business in depots 
and at dances and other places where 
many well and healthy citizens were as- 
sembled. As the disease has been long 
ago proven contagious, 
the 
action of 


these people no doubt caused the spread 
of the dreaded disease. 


In every instance where these cases 


have been discovered the patient invar- 
iably gave the niunc of the physician 
who attended them and said it was. not 
pronounced smallpox, but simply a pre- 
vailing skin disease. 


On this account the hoard decided that 


hereafter where any physician, failed to 
report a case of smallpox and evidence 
was at hand to that effect, arrests and 
prosecution would follow. A strict vigi- 
lance will he kept in the future. 


The .board also admitted 
that -they 


knew there were several physicians in 
the city who had made a statement that 
in their opinion not 
a 
single case of- 


smallpox existed in the city, in view of 
the fact that the best medical jnen in the 
state hud come here quietly and examin- 
ed cases and unhesitatingly pronounced- 
the cases seen smallpox. 


The law in regard to physicians report- 


ing cases of smallpox is quite severe. 


It shall be the duty of each and every 


practicing physician in the city of Ra- 
cine:' First, whenever required by thai- 
board of health of said city to report-tot 
^aid board, at such times and in such 
forms as they may prescribe, tho number 
of persons, attacked with any pestilen- 
tial, contagious or [infectious disease at- 
tended by Htich physician for the twenty- 
four hours next preceding such report, of 
'any such pestilential, contagious ov in> 
fectious ' disease. '' Second, , to report iu 
writing, to said board of health every pa- 
tient he/shiill 'have, laboring under any 
pt'stiU'iit'iiil, contagious or •infectious dis- 
ease within twenty-four hours after he 


shall'-' have died of any disease within 
twenty-four' hours thereafter, 
and to 


;atate iri such report the specific nature 
and type of such disease. 


Any practicing pyhsician 
who shall 


neglect or refuse to perform tho duties 
required of him by or iu any section of 
this title, shall 'be considered guilty of a 
misdemeanor and, oil conviction thereof 
shall be punished by a line, of not more 
than one hundred dollars ($100) for each 
offense.

DECISION RENDERED 


BY U.S. SUPREME COURT 


Exemption of Agricultural Products and 


Livestock tho Flaw, That Clause in. 


Court's Opinion Kciidering the

WASHINGTON-,. March. 10.—The .Un- 


ited 'States supreme court.today decided 
the Illinois aiiti-trus't statute \to'be un- 
constitutional 'because of the provision of 
the law exempting, agricultural products 
and live stock from the operations of 
the law. The decision was rendered in, 
the case of Thomas Connelly and others 
against the Union Sewer Pipe companj' 
of Ohio and was delivered by Justice 
Htirla-ii. 
. 


Tho case grew out of the sale, of pipe 


by I'the; pipe company to Connelly and 
bthei'i-s^'who, after securing it, declined 
to make payment on the ground, that 
the. pipe H-'Qlnpany is an illegal combina- 
tion j'or the restraint of tra'de under the 
common law because it combines a'num- 
•ber of pipe manufacturing-concerns; that 
it is a combination iu violation of the 
anti-trust, law of bhe state of Illinois. 
The> first; two contentions received very 
slight consideration, the. court holding 
that even if the allegations were true 
t»hey could not. justly prevent* the corpor- 
ation', selling its property. The opinion 
therefore was based upon the third plea, 
which Justice Ha-rla'n said Avonld be valid 
if fjhe state law could be held to be valid 
as there could bo no doubt of the pur- 
port of the act. 
' 


Under the law the corpo.ra.tion could 


be dissolved, i£ the law is valid. He 
quoted tiio law at length, laying ecpec- 
ial stress \ipon the ninth section exempt- 
ing farm products, 'concluding that'this 
.provision is antagonistic: to the provis- 
ions of 'the constitution granting equal 
protection to all un,der fahe laws. He al- 
so held that tho "exempting clause is so 
interwoven with other portions of tihe 
statute as to render'- it. impossible to 
eliminate it from the law as an entirety 
and therefore held that the entire law 
must bo helA-to bo invalid.

EL PASO, Tex./ March 8.—The relief 


train conveying the dead and injtired of 
the railroad'disaster*'at Maxon, has ar- 
rived here.

A passenger from New York, who re- 


fused to give his name', said in explana- 
tion of the accident: 


"The back coaches were not turned 


over ami that is all that saved ,us who 
were fortunate eno'iigh to be 'riding in 
the Pullman. They tipped slightly but 
remained .on the track. Otherwise had 
we not been killed, we would have been 
cremated. The coaches were; burned up 
and I never saw anything burn so rapid- 
ly in my life, By the time I got out of 
the'Pullman there was little left of, the 
smoker and chair car except cinders and 
allies. The shrieks and groans of the 
victims is -something to be remembered 
a life time and we were as helpless as 
b'abeV to assist/them. It is my estima- 
tion that-the exact number of dead will 
never be ascertained, nearly every pass- 
:engW on the train was asleep when the 
accident occurred. 


"Probably the majority of passengers 


in the front coach met death." 


It is the belief among railroad men 


here that as the engine left the inside 
of the reverse curve the accident was not 
due to fast running. 


DEAD MAY XUMBEK 1-3. 


HOUSTON, Tex., March 8—At South- 


ern Pacific headquarters .today it 
was 


reported;that the number killed in the 
wreck yesterday, at. Maxon 
is,, twelve. 


Reports of the injured.from El Paso are 
to the effect that none have died, but 
three may die during the day. The 
cause of the wreck is still a mystery. 
The railroad officials believe it was an 
obstruction on f he trade or a broken 
rail, while some survivors assert that 
train was vuiuiiiig very fast and hitting 
the curves hard, the wreck occurring oti 
a curve. The fact may never be deter- 
mined, as the engineer Js dead and most 
of the passengers wore asleep. Conduc- 
tor Stockwell is positive the tr^in was 
running at ordinary speed, which is not 
dnngerons, 'An"official reports is to be 
issued later.

Steamer Harmonides Crashes In- 


to the Wae si and, Latter Sink- 


ing In Forty Minutes. 


Boilers Blow Up As She Disappears Beneath the 


Waves—Passengers Behave With Utmost 


Coolness—Fog Adds to Terror 


of Collision. 


I/TV KR POOL, 'March 7.—The 'British 


steamer Himnonides from Brazilian ports 
which was in collision w i t h am! :-ank the 
K o d ' S t a r line steamer Wae.>land Wed- 
nesday night about forty miles south- 
west of Holyhead and which was towed

When the disaster occurred Wednes- 


day night the two vessels were steaming 
slowly oil" the coast, of the island of Ang- 
lesey. The llarmonidos crashed head-on 
into the Wai-larul, and 
backed away, 


but once again struck the then sinking 
ship, making a great gap in her side. 
Though the sea was perfectly smooth, 
the denscncss of.the fog added to the ter- 
rors of the passengers of the \VaesIainl. 
The Cornell rushed on deck screaming, 
but were soon reassured by the otlieern. 
Boats were quickly lowered, but the op- 
eration resulted in two fatalities. The 
end of one of the life boats slipped from 
its davit, and precipitated the occupants 
of tne boat into the sea. A steerage 
passenger. Edward Dangcrh'ehl, of Kan- 
sas, struck hi* head against the boat's 
fittings and was 
instantly 
killed, and 


Elsie Euimett, twelve 
years 
old, the 


daughter of the Ki-.v. A. KmrnotT., was 
drowned. The other persons who were 
in the boat were; picked up. 


The bravery of the passengers, many 


of whom were Scandinavians, was ex- 
emplary. Precedence, was given to the 
women and children. 


As the last boa is were leaving the fast 


sinking ship, whose decks were already 
r.wash. an explosion announced that her 
boilers had burst, and forty minutes af- 
ter the first impact the, War-shind gave 
"a mighty lurch and disappeared beneath 
the waves, sinking about midway be- 
tween llolyheud and Tuskar light. Noth- 
ing was saved except what the passen- 
gers anil crew wore. The boats contain- 
ing the passengers were for a time separ- 
ated, owing to the fog. but eventually 
they all reached the sides of the liar- 
rnonides. and the survivors were taken 
on board that vessel, where 


the stem of the Harmonide's was liter- 
ally inside our ship.

rush of excited people from all 


parts of the ship immediately' ensued. 
The passengers tumbled up just as they 
had retired for the night. The men, wo- 
men and children were in their night 
dresses. In a few instances the passen- 
gers had'thrown a shawl" or a blanket 
over 
their shoulders. Terror and 
be- 


wilderment, reigned for a few moments, 
but 
the passengers gradually 
ranged 


themselves in groups about the (leeks, 
where they were best sheltered, and the 
crew worked Hke clockwork in getting 
out.I he boats. The only exception to the 
good behavior of the passengers was in 
the case of a saloon passenger who rush- 
ed hither and thither, calling in turn on 
Heaven and earth to rescue him. For- 
tunately the other passengers were not 
affected by this man's pitiable, mental 
agony, but were quietly and methodically 
marshalled into,the boats. 


"The experience in the small boats 


was trying, on account of the darkness 
and cold. 
\Ve did 
not 
know exactly 


where we were, and'for a long time, could 
not 
discover the whereabouts of 
the 


llarinonides, though she was near by. 
The boats stood well away from the 
sinking Waeslaml, for fear of being suck> 
ed down, and we could hear the rending 
and tearing of her timbers as she. seem- 
ed to break in two. Then there was a 
terrible explosion as; the boilers Mew up 
a:nu all was over. 


"We drifted and rowed for, seemingly, 


two to throe hours, when wo finally got 
in touch with the Ilarmonides. We had 
no difficulty in getting on board. All 
our effects went to the bottom with the 
Waesland. 


"The collision was terrific, alike in the 


suddenness of the shock and in the com- 
pleteness of the steamer's 
destruction, 


and we think we were most fortunate 
in escaping as we did."

EL PASO, Tex., March T.—Galveston, 


Harrisburg and Sun Antonio west bound 
jassenger train -No. 0 was ditched three 
ntles west of. Maxon,-on the El Paso 
ind Sanderson division at 3 o'clock this 
nionring. Nine coaches and a baggage 
ear were 'burned. Only one coach escap- 
ed and this was occupied by Mr. Ryan 
and forty New York capitalists. Engi- 
icer 1 Last, a native of St. Louis and f ire- 
iian Harry Bertsch, of El Paso, were kill- 
ed. The train is now a smoking heap of 
ruins. Many bodies were burned. Fif- 
teen dead were reported to have been 
'ound nt 10 o'clock but they have not yet 
been identified. Superintendent Martin 
with Dr. Turner and a corps of physi- 
ians left at o ox-lock on a special for the 
scene of the disaster. Express Messen- 
|er. Adams was badly scalded and sever- 
il clerks were injured. Wrecking b\ii- 
ita ihave been sent from Alpine, Haifa-,- 
»nd: Marathon, the nearest stations' to 


e .wreck. It is reported that some ai 


;lre injured would have lived had thc| 
ridb been helpless and later burned. 


The wreck was' caused by a brdkeji 


rail. The cars immediately began m'frij- 
ing'and the station agent at Tabor, seveh' 


les' away, saw the reflection of ' the 


ila'mes and went to the scene as fast as 
A'handcar would take him. On reaching 
the wreck, a wild scene greeted him. 


Passengers who were able to get out 


were running hitheria-nd thither frantic 
in their efforts to rescue those who were 
in.the burning cars. It, is thought that 
few passengers' in the two day coaches 
were saved, as botli cars piled on top 
of the baggage and express cars and were 
the first to catch fire. The Pulliimn and 
tourist sleeping car passengers were res- 
ued from the flames and if reports arc 
true, none were killed on those cars, al- 
though several arc reported injured. 


Hut three names of. the dead are re- 


ported. 
They are: Engineer A. L. 


Mast; Fireman Henry. Bertscli; Express 
Messenger Adanif. Every 
other train- 


man except Conductor Stockwcll was in- 
jured. 


.Owing to the fact that the wreck is 
so far away from a telegraph station, 
the only reports to Beach here are over 


the Galveston, Harrisburg and San An- 
tonio lines^and the first was the< conduc- 
tor's report to the'chief;dispatcher.' As 
aoon as it was received, a- wrecking train, 
with Superintendent' Martin and all the 
available surgeons,.'hurried' to the scene, 
leaving here at 5:30 with a seven hour 
run before them. Surgeons and nurses 
were also picked up at alJ way stations. 


A still later report says there are six- 


teen 
known dead and many 
injured. 


Many of the • passengers were oh their 
way to California. A few lived here. 


The dead.trainmen,- whose families live 


here, w.ent down with their engine, which 
was overturned and covered up with the 
debris of the 
splintered 'coaches. The 


first coach was filled with'immigrants 
and nearly all of these perished. Seven 
other cars were overturned taut a pri- 
vate ear attached to the rear end, occu- 
pied by & New York capitalist named 
Ryan, did not leave the track. Conduc- 
tor Blackwell, who- reported the accident 
walked seven miles to a telegraph office 
to warn 'an-approaching, train and send 
the news of the disaster to the superin- 
tendent's'Office here. 


The wreck occurred at a remote point 


200 miles-east of this place in the rug- 
ged mountains.-' The train jumped the 
track* on'a" reverse curve which skirts a 
ravine; It had just descended a grade 
two miles in length and was running at 
a high rate of speed when it struck the 
curve. Hay had not broken and most of 
the passengers were still asleep.

ist passenger train No. !) on the'-Southern 
Pacific, which left San Antonk) at 9:15 
o'clock March 0, for California, jumped 
a curve of ten degrees at Maxon, twelve 
miles weal; of Sanderson' at 3:30 o'clock 
this morning. The entire"" train except 
one private car was derailed and burnedi 
There-whs one tourist car from Cincin- 
nati, one from Washington, one from St. 
Louis and a Pullman from New Orleans 
besides two passenger coaches all loaded 
with passengers. 


Twelve persons, including engineer and 


fireman and train boy were killed and 
thirty-three wounded.

.Remains ol an Egyptian' Aboriginal Now 


.In Brltinh Museum.. 


There.has been brought to the hall of 


the doad in the British museum, says 
the New York PresSj the body of>n, man 
who lived in Egypt in-'time-long-before 
the/days of Menes, the first king of 
United Egypt. It 
was probably 7,000 


years agoo that this man roamed about, 
hunting on the shores of the Nile with 
his weapons of flint, When he died Ids 
body was treated to a preparation of 
bitumen and placed in the tomb from 
which the explorers took It. The tomb 
was followed out of the sandstone on 
the west bank 
of the Nile, in Upper 


Egypt, and the body rests in the British 
museum in ft model of .the tomb. The 
mummy lay on its left side with its 
knees drawn up and its liands over its 
face. The grave was covered with a 
slab of unworkecl stone, and in it, be- 
side the body, were disposed flint knives 
and several vases, partly filled with the 
dust of funeral 
offerings. 
The indica- 


tions are that the' man belonged to a 
light-skinned, fair-haired 
people. 
He 


was of the race which came into Egypt 
in tho earliest times., when the settling 
of the Nile made a land capable of cul- 
tivation.. These people might --be called 
the aboriginals of Egypt, arid remains ,of 
their settlements are found on the .-west 
bank of the Nile.

the Canadian. Dairymen's association 
b.v Professor H. H. Dean, one of tbe 
officials of tire Ontario Agriculture col- 


• lege at Guelph. After explaining the 
principles upon which the machine 
works Professor Dean went on to deal 
with the advantages of the separator 
and In this connection said: "One of the 
chief benefits of a hand separator in 
the private dairy is that it is a cleanser 
of milk. If you take what is supposed 
to be clean milk and run it through a 
separator, you will be amazed at what 
will come eut of the ruilk. This is an 
important factor Jn favor of'the use of 
separators, aa clean, pure cream means 
better trotter.

"A second advantage is tbat it en- 


ables the pHvate dairyman to get more 
of this better class of cream and thus 
make mere and better butter. A third 
gain to the farmer is that it gives him 
a bettar quality of skinimillt." 


B«>LB* For Milk Cow*. 


Beans n*v« not'been much used for 


cow feed, but where they have been 
ussd they have appeared to give very 
excellent satisfaction. They carry about 
2S per cent of digestible protein, 50 per 
cent of <Ua;estible carbohydrates and 1.4 
per cent digestible teL Just how much, 
of these steamed beans could be fed 
without injnriounly affecting the prod- 
uct is perhaps a problem, but commenc- 
ing in a moderate way one might in- 
craa.se gradually until tbe daily allow- 
n nee .-reached nearly or quite four 
ponnfls. We think it would b« a good 
pljm to mtt some wheat bran with the 
beaas. We do not think it advisable to 
get akmg with oaly silage for rough- 
age. The cow seems to crave more or 
leas dry forage In connection with si- 
I*ge-or even, with best pasturage.

It should not be forgotten In compound- 


Ing a ration that the stomachs of differ- 
ent classes of animals vary !n relative 
size, says Hoard's Dairyman. The cow 
has very capacious receptacles for food, 
showing that she is fitted to consume 
relatively more coarse fodder than oth- 
er animals, and honce in arranging her 
feed regard sbouid be had both to bulk 
and the proper distribution of the nu- 
trients throughout the entire mass. For 
example, twenty pounds of timothy 
hay or ten pouuds of corn will furnish 
practically equivalent amounts of nu- 
triment, but the cow will not thrive on 
corn alone because of the defective di- 
gestion consequent upon failure prop- 
erly to distend her stomachs and sub- 
divide the concentrated food. 


Those of UK who belong to the gener- 


ation that went "through' tbe war" re- 
member tlmt "roughage" was quite as 
essential as grain for the continued 
well being and endurance of the ani- 
mal?. The proscribed army ration for 
the horse contains practically an equal 
amount of rouglin<:o and grain; for the 
cow, 
under orclluary condjtions, we 


think it best to have about two-thirds 
of the dry matter iu rougbage and one- 
third In grain. When feeding heavily 
for rapid increase of weight or extra 
flow of milk, this proportion cannot lie 
maintained, but the roughage should 
Dot be materially decreased. 


An Average Mutton. 


After cows due to freshen soon hare 


hnd tbpir cnlves we should consider 
the following combinntion a very good 
average ration for tho entire herd, in- 
cluding those which are t.o freshen in 
the spring. Of conrso snob cows will 
noprl le.^- feed than those that have 
iwpntlr frfSijenecl. and oae must np- 
jiorticn the feed according to the abil- 
ity of each cow to respond: Twenty 
pounds of hay. four pounds of bran 
nnd four pounds of buckwheat mid- 
dlings. In tlie absence of buckwheat 
middlings use the S.IHIO amount of 
pluten feed or, what would be still bet- 
ter, if the uiUldlings cannot bo obtain- 
ed In quantities to lost all winter give 
<lar. Those that give more will need 
two pounds of each per day instead ot 
four pounds of either. 


Kntlon For Hol«(e(n Grade*. 


Wo should suppose that no average 


d.'iii.v allowance for grade Holstein 
OOTTS would be about forty pounds of 
the silnge. ten pounds of the mixed 
liny, four pounds of the bran and three 
jinnncls- of the gluten feed. This cer- 
tainly ought to suffice,for cows giving 
h'ps than twenty pounds of milk per 
day.

"The reason for this," he said, "Is ig- 


norance ami nothing else." The farm- 
er was trying to dairy withoxit cows 
suited to dairy performance, and he 
fed foods not suited to the production 
of milk. The highest profits in every 
case came from the herds which were 
dairy bred and dairy fed. ( They had 
dairy form and aptitude and food con- 
taining a sufficiency of. protein. 


Mr. Hoard's main contention is that 


the patron is In tlie rear. The cream- 
eryrnen and the creameries are reason- 
ably up to date, but the patron has not 
.progressed. He is in the rear, and so 
long as this Is the case no satisfactory 
progress can be made, for no creamery 
can prosper without milk from prosper- 
ous patrons, and they cannot prosper if 
the milk pays little or no profit. 


C«re of <he DiUrr Corr. - 
/ 


, While we believe In selecting for the 
dairy cows that are of what Is called 
the dairy type, so often described and, 
we are sorry to say, variously describ- 
ed by the many writers, we must take 
exceptions to the ideas of some writers 
who place too much stress upon the 
importance of these points. There ia 
occasion to observe the individuality 
of the animal, which we think depends 
very much upon the cnre given her as 
a ca.l£ and ». heifer. If she has been 
bred as a dairy cow- either for produc- 
tion of milk or butter, she should also 
have been fed for the same purpose 
almost from the time the calf is drop- 
ped until it reaches the, dealer or the 
dairyman. A:ny lapse in feeding is al- 
most as bad for the usefulness in the 
dairy as un iiutcross in breeding. Per- 
haps we nrigM say that it is worse, for 
we would expect to make a good dairy 
cow from a fairly well bred grade ani- 
mal that had been properly fed up to 
and during the time she was fresh 
with her first calf than from one of the 
beat breed that had been unduly fat- 
tened or starved during the first three 
years of her Hr"e.

Always feed at regular hours. To 


stand watching and waiting for food 
that should have been ready before is 
conducive only to worry, nnd that does 
not make milk or put on fa£ fays 
American Cultivator. 
Feed no more 


than can be eateu, and if any .is left 
clean tbe troughs or mangers ns soon 
as the cows seem to' have bad enough. 
In the short days of winter two good 
feeds a day have been found better 
than three. Do not feed before day- 
light or after dark and do not disturb 
them during the night unless the barn 
is on fire. They will be the better for a 
carding and brushing every day, not 
only for cleanliness1 sake, but it puts 
the blood in circulation and invigo- 
rates them. _Always treat them kindly 
nnd-gently, because kindness is a good 
investment. Follow these rules, nnd 
there will be but little use for veteri- 
narians or cow doctors.

To be Riire, new milk, fresh milk, can 


be givon for four weeks, but most dairy 
farmers do not feel that they can raise 
cnlves npon 
such expensive foods, 


writes H. E. Cook in Rural New York- 
er. Let me say here that a. calf that 
is not worth two or three quarts of 
new milk dally for two weeks after 
birth is not worth raising, and upon 
these vigorous young things a daily ra- 
tion as mentioned above, supplemented 
with whey when at hand, or a boiled 
mixture of oats, corn and linseed meal 
in a proportion of three, three, one, will 
make a growth. 
While not as satis- 


factory ns one would wish when milk 
is at hand, a growth will follow which 
will produce a medium sized animal at 
two years, ready to take a place in the 
dairy.

The rules for taking; care of cows are 


ao few and'simple that we wonder why 
we should repeat them each yearl \>ut 
each year we see so many who do not 
practice them tliat we cannot refrain; 
hoping that we may reform some of 
them, says American Cultivator. One 
of the first requisites is a warm barn, 
not only for the comfort of the cows, 
but for the profit of the owners. When 
we think of some of the barns we knew 
when n boy, where the snow bleW in 
through tlie cracks behind the animals 
and their tails were perhaps frozen 
down into the manure, we do not won- 
der that farmers thought they were 
"tall sick" in the spring 'or had a 
"wolf" in the tail. Luckily there are 
not many aach barns now,, for the 
farmers have learned that it took good 
cornmeal to keep up the heat of the 
system, and that was more expensive 
than shingle, and as the cold grew in- 
side the barn the iriiik yield decreased. 
If those barns remain the cracks have 
been covered, and perhaps our modern 
barns now err in the other extreme of 
being so tightly closed aa to lack suffi- 
cient ventilation, a fault that can be 
remedied by the use of ventilating 
tubes from near the floor behind the 
animals to some point where they can 
carry out the foul air above the hay. 


Another point is a- comfortable bed 


to protect,them from cold, the hard and 
often cold floors. 


Of course good food and enough of it 


is necessary, but that is not all. The 
food should be varied in snch propor- 
tions as to make what ia called n bal- 
anced ration, enough, grain so mixed 
With the rough fodder as to keep the

proportions of protein to carbohydrates 
at about,one to five, but much depends 
upon the breed and more upon the ani- 
mal and its condition, and there can be 
no exact rule given as to the best mix- 
tures or the exact amount. Any farm- 
er can get from the experiment sta- 
tions bulletins giving tables of the val- 
ue of feeding staffs and figure out ra- 
tions for his animals to suit himself, 
watching the results and varying them 
as he finds it necessary.' 


After .food naturally comes water. 


This should be always pure and clean, 
and we would wish it could be always 
warm. There should be some cheap de- 
vice for quickly warming the water iu 
the trough.. In fact, we think there 
has been such patented, but have not 
seen them in use. We have seen water 
•warmed by steam at a low pressure 
conveyed to the trough in pipes ami 
.were told that for a herd of twenty 
cows the milk product was increased 
enough to make it very profitable.

In general the principal' crop 
irrigated by those who need the largest 
amount' In June" ft native hay, thfc use 
of water in other Case* being largely 
for alfalfa, grain, vegetables and fruit. 
The answers to the question, "In what 
month In the irrigating season do you 
use the smallest amount of water?" 
are equally divided .between May, Au- 
gust and September, while one stated 
that his smallest use WM In October,, 
and another, an excellent and. most in- 
telligent farmer in northern Wyoming1, 
stated that be used the least water in 
June and the most In July en wheat,, 
oats, al i'alf a and grass; 


Measurements of 'the distribution of 


water at the Laramie station show that 
the largest • mounts were itwed in June 
on alfalfa, gra««, oats, barley and. 
wheat. Peas, rye, sugar beets and po- 
tatoes received the most water In July. 
Usually irrigation does not begta at the 
experiment station until the middle of 
June, and practically no water is used 
in September. 
A little -fall- irrigation 


may be done in October to keep alfalfa 
and fruits from drying out during the 
winter. 
Usually those who Irrigate 


large tracts of bay land necessarily 
turn their water off by the middle of 
July In order to harvest the crops, and 
although, the amount flowing in the 
river is so small at this time It generr 
ally proves sufficient for those crops 


hich need Irrigating in the latter part 


of the season. This condition, however, 
•would effectually prevent the farmers 
changing their present system of crop- 
ping to any great ei tent.

A Swecemfnl Dairy; Cow Breeder. 
T. A. Borman of Topeka" will'(each 


Judging of dairy cattle at the Kansas 
State Agricultural college March 3^ to 
8, says Kansas Farmer.

. Mr. Borman started in Dickinson 
county with a common herii^.and 
through his knowledge of what a'dkiry 
coiv should be bred his herd up until 
he secured an average of $81 per cow a 
year selling milk to fi creamery. Jle 
started with common mixed cows'"and 
by careful selection and breeding in 
six years developed a grade cow that 
produced 12,000 pounds of milk and 
476 pounds of bnttor in a year with 
Kansas grown feeds. 
The average 


scrub cow gives seventy pounds of but- 
ter In a yenr. Many of the cows from 
his breeding refuse to become dry. 


Corn Fodder. 


Nearly one-half of the feeding value 


oE the corn plant Is in the stalk, and if 
fed to the cows in the usual manner a 
large part of this food value is wasted 
In the

Hoard's Dairyman. 
Shredding puts 


this food in a shape to be used by the 
cows. Under no condition would we 
allow the corn fodder to remain stand- 
Ing in the fields. The loss from rain, 
wind and frost Is too great to be al- 
lowed. Twenty-five per cent is the 
usual and 40 per cent a not uncommon 
loss of feeding value when the fodder 
Is left in the fields. 


"Winter C»r« of Cow*. 


Co\rs should aever be left out of 


doors when tbe weather la uncomfort- 
able. They may be turned out In a 
yard well sheltered from the cold on 
pleasant, sunshiny days in the winter 
for two or three hours, but when the 
weather Is very cold or stormy, if they 
are not watered in the stable, which is 
tlie best way, they should be out only 
long enough to drink from a tank a 
few feet nwny from^tlie barn and then 
Immediately allowed to go back.

oufSide rows as possible.:' This he'-rfc-- 
wdiiiplishes by having hie rows 
together and much narrower.\

"The rows are made' from ;30 ltd 
inulies apart and the plants from 
24 or even 30 inches apart in the 
much: depending on the capability" ol! 
the--variety.as a plantmaker.

plants: used for a men- bed are strong 
and start into growth vigorously!''the! 
first runners are used, as it has 'beea 
found ithat under most conditions the 
plauts about 12 month* old yield the 
greatest number of fine fruits. 


These first runners are usually "bed- 


ded in"—1. e., planted by band, train- 
ing them along the wide wayi of the 
rows, using from four to eight of the 
first runners and cutting off those 
prowing Inter. Thin method of plant- 
ing allows cultivation both ways until 
the runners start, retaining moisture 
and saving labor in hoeing? 


Clover or swale grass makes the best 


wintor mulch. The rows are covered 
two to four inches deep. This winter 
mulch should be raked" from tbft plants 
and left between the rows as a protec- 
tion to the fruits and a safeguard 
against drought in the fruiting »eas»n.

"Aill watches keep better time as the 


result of regular habits. Don't lay 
it 


down one night and hang it up the 
nejifc. Keep it In the same position as 
nearly as circumstances will permit. 
In second-class watches the rate of dif- 
ference between the horizontal and vert- 
ical position is often quite significant. 
Nor 'should you hang your watch on a 
nail where it can swing to and fro like a 
pendulum. It will either gain or lose a 
great deal while in that position. 


"The 
difference 
in temperature be- 


tween your breast or a man's waistcoat 
pocket and a wall that may be nearly at 
the freezing point is about 77 to 88 de- 
grees Fahrenheit; and a watch

Plans and specifications are under 


way for the erection of an immense, new 
power house in the city of Milwaukee. 
The very latest machinery and dynamos 
are to be put in. It is the intention to 
furnish electric power from this plant 
for the operation of the entire street car 
system in Racine and Kenosha and also 
for all electric lighting of the streets 
and residences in the Belie City. 


The power or electricity will be trans- 


mitted through an immena* cable, and 
reach 10,000 volts. The cable' will be 
overhead from Milwaukee to the city 
limits and then come in-;Under :ground."
